The Pulp of the fruit and 
its outer Skin, which is very red, have both a very grate- 
ful acidity, of which Mr John Banifier, a very Curious 
Naturalift, and one who Jong refided in Virginia, fays, 
they make Vinegar of it there, and ufe it to feafon their 
Meat.
